You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Plainfield  School  Gymnasium  on 
Tuesday,  the  11th  day  of  March  next  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon, 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1:  To  choose  by  ballot,  one  Selectman  for  three  years,  one 
Selectman  for  two  years,  one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  three  years, 
one  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  for  one  year,  one  Moderator  for  three  years, 
one  Town  Clerk  for  three  years,  one  Tax  Collector  for  three  years,  one 
Treasurer  for  three  years,  one  Trustee  of  Philip  Read  Library  for  three 
years,  one  Trustee  of  Meriden  Library  for  three  years,  and  any  other 
necessary  town  officers.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

This  year  the  Town  saw  some  changes  in  elected  officials  and 
employees,  and  benefited  from  upgrading  the  roads  and  equipment. 

Chief  Gordon  Gillens  was  hired  as  Police  Chief  to  replace  Tim  Crotts, 
who  resigned  last  summer.  The  N.  H.  Municipal  Association  assisted  the 
Town  in  the  selection  process,  and  a  number  of  qualified  applicants 
were  interviewed.  Chief  Gillens  has  fourteen  years  experience  as  a 
police  officer  and  has  qualities  that  enhance  the  relationship  between 
the  Police  Department  and  the  townspeople.  He  cares  about  people  while 
maintaining  a  professional  demeanor.  He  is  honest  and  forthright,  with 
enough  down  to  earth  common  sense  to  diffuse  potential  problems,  while 
treating  citizens  with  fairness  and  courtesy.  We  hope  he  continues  to 
serve  Plainfield  for  the  next  twenty  years. 

Bruce  Baird  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy  left  by  Dave  Stock- 
well's  resignation.  Dave  had  served  the  town  for  the  past  seventeen 
years  in  several  capacities,  notably  as  ZBA  member  and  Selectman.  His 
sensitivity  and  substantial  knowledge  of  the  town  are  sorely  missed, 
but  he  has  earned  his  new  found  leisure  time  and  has  served  the  town 
well  for  many  years.  Bruce  Baird  brings  a  strong  financial  background 
to  the  Board,  and  is  always  willing  to  listen  to  both  sides  of  an  issue 
before  making  a  decision.  He  genuinely  likes  people  and  evaluates 
issues  for  their  long  range  impact  on  the  town.  He  is  an  asset  and  we 
are  pleased  to  have  public  spirited  people  of  this  caliber  that  are 
willing  to  donate  the  long  hours  necessary  to  be  a  good  selectman. 

The  Highway  Department  completed  extensive  work  on  Willow  Brook  Road 
to  help  improve  safety  and  efficient  snow  and  ice  removal.  The  tree 
removal  enabled  the  sun  to  penetrate  to  the  road  bed,  thus  melting  the 
ice  to  prevent  the  usual  build  up  that  occurs.  The  bank  sloping 
improved  visibility  and  will  slow  down  erosion  of  the  soil.  Now  that 
most  of  the  finish  work  is  done,  we  have  a  safer,  better  maintained 
road  without  sacrificing  our  rural  beauty.  In  that  same  area  of  town, 
the  Meriden  Covered  Bridge  has  been  repaired  by  the  State  bridge  crew 
through  the  town's  appropriation  for  the  past  two  years.  The  State  was 
assisted  by  our  highway  crew  occasionally,  which  enabled  them  to  open 
the  bridge  ahead  of  schedule.  It  is  always  a  problem  to  do  major 
repairs  to  bridges  and  roads  because  of  the  inconvenience  to  property 
owners,  but  we  received  fine  cooperation  from  those  who  used  the 
bridge. 

The  backhoe  purchased  with  the  town  appropriation  has  been  valuable 
in  the  Brook  Road  repairs,  and  has  been  used  regularly  throughout  the 
year  for  special  jobs  and  routine  maintenance.  It  has  completed  a  well 
equipped  and  well  maintained  inventory  of  equipment  that  Plainfield  can 
be  proud  of.  Please  feel  free  to  stop  by  the  highway  Garage  to  see  how 
well  our  equipment  is  being  cared  for.  The  Salt  Shed  has  been 
constructed  and  is  in  use  this  winter.  George  Pringle  was  hired  to  fill 
the  vacancy  of  truck  driver,  left  by  Robert  LaFlam,  who  left  to  work 
for  the  Postal  Service.  We  wish  Bob  well  and  look  forward  to  many  years 
with  George. 

The  Town  has  hired  the  law  firm  of  McNamara,  Larsen  &  Schuster  as 
Town  Counsel,  with  Barry  Schuster  having  primary  responsibility.  We  are 
pleased  with  the  firm's  experience  with  land  use  issues,  which  are 
becoming  increasingly  important,  and  with  their  ties  to  Plainfield.  Mr. 
Schuster  will  attend  Zoning  Board  and  Planning  Board  meetings,  as  well 
as  assisting  the  Selectmen.  This  will  enable  the  town  to  deal  with 
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potential  problems  before  there  is  a  necessity  for  court  action.  This 
kind  of  progressive  management  will  help  coordinate  the  efforts  of  the 
part  time  boards  and  will  give  direction  for  future  planning. 

We  want  to  extend  thanks  to  Road  Agent  John  McNamara  for  the  long  and 
tedious  hours  of  extra  effort  he  puts  in  on  the  roads  and  equipment  and 
to  his  crew:  Arnold  Chapman,  Norman  Torrey,  Albert  Garrow,  and  George 
Pringle.

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REPORT  OF  REPRESENTATIVE  SARA  M.  TOWNSEND 
REPRESENTATIVE  TO  THE  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  GENERAL  COURT 

The  session  of  1985  saw  some  landmark  changes  in  the  state  funding 
of  the  court  system,  the  settlement  law  and  foundation  aid  to 
education.  All  of  these  changes  were  brought  about  as  a  result  of 
interim  study  committees  which  worked  diligently  over  the  time  between 
the  '83  and  '85  session  to  perfect  these  pieces  of  legislation.  To  be 
sure,  there  are  still  changes  and  refinements  which  are  being  proposed 
as  this  is  written  and  which  will  be  taken  up  in  this  1986  session.  The 
goal  of  all  of  these  laws  is  to  alleviate  some  of  the  burden  on  the 
towns  and  cities.  It  remains  to  be  seen  as  to  whether  the  counties  will 
experience  added  expenses,  which  will,  of  course,  be  reflected  in  the 
local  property  tax.  It  could  be  called  cost-shifting  of  a  sort,  as  far 
as  the  settlement  and  court  laws  go.  We  are  going  to  try  to  add  some 
more  money  to  the  foundation  aid  this  session.  It  was  a  start  at  least. 

The  1986  session  marks  a  real  departure  from  the  past  here  in  New 
Hampshire  as  we  are  in  the  first  of  the  annual  sessions'  mode.  Already 
a  number  of  representatives  have  decided  not  to  run  again.  It  is  really 
a  lot  to  expect  of  a  person  to  give  up  so  much  time  for  $100.00  per 
year,  plus  mileage.  The  Concord  Representatives  make  78  cents  a  day- 
hardly  enough  to  buy  lunch.  I  believe  that  we  are  more  valuable  to  the 
state  than  this  paltry  sum.  Yet  the  notion  of  the  "citizen" 
legislature  plays  out  so  strongly  that  there  is  little  chance  of 
bettering  the  situation.  It  seems  to  me  that  Maine  and  Vermont,  with  a 
smaller  body  of  Lawmakers  and  a  decent  recompense,  do  as  well  as  we  do 
in  the  arena  of  making  laws.  Indeed,  we  sometimes  copy  theirs! 

By  having  annual  sessions,  we  were  able  to  enact  a  bill  to  do  away 
with  the  snack  tax  rule  on  the  very  first  day,  as  well  as  to  handle  a 
couple  of  other  emergencies  which  had  arisen.  Also  we  had  a  cut-off 
date  for  all  legislation  to  be  submitted  (October  5)  enabling  the 
legislative  drafters  to  have  all  the  bills  ready  and  printed  the  very 
first  day.  Also,  all  the  committee  chairmen  have  set  up  hearings  on 
their  on  their  entire  workload  of  bills  so  that  we  can  plan  our  time 
very  well.  This  cannot  happen  the  first  year  of  the  sessions  unless  we 
think  of  some  way  to  get  a  cut-off  date;  this  would  discriminate 
against  the  newcomers. 

I  am  very  honored  to  have  been  named  to  the  National  committee  to 
study  the  "Future  of  Public  Health"  under  the  National  Academy  of 
Sciences  Institute  of  Medicine.  This  will  be  a  two  year  study  and  it 
involves  some  very  noted  folks  in  this  field.  Kellogg  Foundation  is 
sponsoring  it.  I  am  very  interested  in  where  we  shall  go  with  public 
health  in  terms  of  the  emerging  social  and  environmental  problems.  If 
any  of  you  have  thoughts  as  to  what  a  department  of  health  at  the 
local,  state  and  national  level  ought  to  look  like  and  do,  let  me  know. 
We  have  gotten  far  beyond  immunization  and  sanitation  control  which 
used  to  comprise  much  of  their  job. 

As  usual  I  thank  you  all  for  your  wonderful  support  in  the  last 
election.  I  am  always  humbled  by  the  thought  that  I  represent  all  of 
you.  Please  keep  in  touch  and  let  me  continue  to  serve  you.

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REPORT  OF  REPRESENTATIVE  MERLE  W.  SCHOTANUS 
REPRESENTATIVE  TO  THE  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  GENERAL  COURT 

As  a  freshman  representative  from  District  1,  Sullivan  County,  and 
chairman  of  the  Sullivan  County  Delegation,  I  have  been  on  an  intense 
learning  curve  for  the  past  year.  The  historic  advent  of  annual 
sessions  has  provided  me  a  unique  opportunity  to  put  to  good  use  what  I 
have  learned  during  the  first  year  of  the  biennium. 

The  Environment  and  Agriculture  Committee,  of  which  I  am  a  member,  was, 
and  is,  very  busy  wrestling  with  the  difficult  issues  of  hazardous 
waste.  Although  the  emotionally  charged  problems  of  siting  a  hazardous 
waste  disposal  facility  in  New  Hampshire  was  not  resolved  in  the  '85 
session,  we  anticipate  substantial  movement  toward  resolution  of  the 
associated  regulatory  problems.  I  was  able  to  contribute  in  a  small  way 
to  controlling  hazardous  waste  through  an  amendment  to  a  household 
hazardous  waste  bill  which  would  enable  towns  to  become  involved  in 
cooperative  household  hazardous  waste  collection  programs.  Many  of  you 
will  be  voting  on  an  article  at  town  meeting  relating  to  local  support 
of  this  program.  I  also  helped  achieve  passage  of  the  Governor's  acid 
rain  bill  which  puts  New  Hampshire  in  the  lead  in  northeast  regional 
efforts  to  solve  the  knotty  acid  rain  problem. 

I  worked  hard  during  the  '85  session  for  the  landmark  educational  aid 
distribution  bill  which  helped  our  financially  hard  pressed  school 
districts,  and  was  able  to  obtain  some  additional  funding  for  the 
cooperative  extension  forestry  programs  in  New  Hampshire  counties. 
Although  the  1985  Connecticut  River  Valley  Authority  bill  fell  victim 
to  last  minute  House-Senate  wrangling,  I  will  again  this  session  voice 
the  county  delegation's  almost  unanimous  support  of  this  very  important 
legislation.  I  will  also  be  working  with  state  and  local  fire  officials 
this  year  to  obtain  additional  funds  from  the  State's  hazardous  waste 
control  fund  to  help  equip  and  train  local  fire  departments  for  clean- 
up of  hazardous  waste  spills. 

My  duties  as  chairman  of  the  Sullivan  County  Delegation  kept  me  busy 
throughout  the  year.  In  1985  the  delegation  was  able  to  hold  the  county 
budget  (7.3  million)  to  a  reasonable  increase  of  5%.  Through  its  budget 
actions  the  delegation  improved  the  Sheriff's  capability  to  support  law 
enforcement  efforts.  We  were  able  to  reduce  environmental  services 
costs  by  eliminating  the  position  of  County  Engineer  and  providing 
additional  funding  to  the  District  Soil  Conservation  Service.  Last 
fall,  the  delegation  resolved  the  issue  of  attorney  services,  and  I 
have  introduced  legislation  this  session  which,  if  passed,  will  result 
in  our  county  having  the  services  of  a  full  time  county  attorney  in 
1987.  We  established  a  productive  management  program  for  county  owned 
woodlands  and  are  currently  examining  the  feasibility  of  discontinuing 
the  farm  dairy  operation  in  an  effort  to  make  the  county  farm  more 
responsive  to  county  needs  at  less  cost  to  the  taxpayer.  The  delegation 
also  supported  the  County  Commissioners  in  their  on-going  actions  to 
consolidate  county  administrative  and  court  activities  in  the  renovated 
Sullivan  County  Court  building  in  Newport.  In  1986  we  will  look  further 
into  the  feasibility  of  hiring  a  professional  county  administrator  to 
provide  cost  effective,  day-to-day  management  of  our  multi-million 
dollar  county  operation.

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WELFARE  REPORT 

A  variety  of  human  services  is  available  to  Plainf ield  citizens  and 
taxpayers.  Some  are  provided  through  direct  tax  support  within  the 
town;  some  are  provided  through  contractual  agreements  between  the  town 
and  outside  agencies  or  municipalities;  some  are  provided  as  charitable 
endeavors  of  local  organizations;  and  some  are  available  through  county 
and  state  agencies.  These  are  the  services: 

DIRECT  RELIEF  -  This  is  provided  by  the  town  to  needy  persons  and  is 
administered  by  the  Overseer  of  Welfare.  Generally,  this  assistance 
takes  the  form  of  payments  for  food.,  fuel  and  shelter  of  persons  in 
time  of  need.  Persons  must  make  application  in  person  to  the  overseer 
and  they  can  expect  immediate  response  if  need  is  indicated.  Typically, 
the  town  assists  persons  who  have  undergone  personal  or  family 
emergency  such  as  severe  illness,  loss  of  employment  without  jobless 
benefits  being  available,  death,  loss  of  home  through  fire,  etc.  Also, 
the  town  is  often  called  upon  to  provide  direct  relief  to  persons 
awaiting  certification  under  categorical  county  and  state  welfare 
programs.  Funds  for  direct  relief  are  appropriated  out  of  town  tax 
revenues.  The  town  is  also  beneficiary  of  two  trust  funds,  the  Ward 
Fund  and  the  Burnap  Fund,  which  provide  direct  relief  to  needy  persons. 

DANIELS  FREE  BED  -  This  fund  is  available  to  persons  who  are  patients 
at  Mary  Hitchcock  Memorial  Hospital  in  Hanover.  Many  years  ago  it 
literally  provided  a  "free  bed"  at  the  hospital  for  any  Plainf ield 
resident  who  was  determined  to  be  needy.  Now,  with  vast  increases  in 
cost  of  medical  care  and  hospitalization,  the  Daniels  Free  Bed  provides 
money  to  Plainf ield  residents  toward  their  overall  hospital  bill. 
Determination  as  to  need  and  eligibility  is  made  jointly  by  the 
Plainf ield  Overseer  of  Welfare  and  the  admitting  office  at  Mary 
Hitchcock . 

LOCAL  CHARITABLE  PROGRAMS  -  Various  local  churches  and  organizations 
provide  human  services  in  the  Town  of  Plainf ield.  For  example,  the 
Meriden  Congregational  Church  has  a  fund  which  is  available  to  assist 
families  living  in  the  Meriden  Parish  area.  Usually  local  organizations 
band  together  at  the  Christmas  season  to  assist  needy  families  and  also 
to  conduct  community  social  activities.  Pastors  of  the  three  churches 
in  Plainf ield  often  serve  as  agents  in  conducting  these  charitable 
activities . 

You  can  read  about  other  services  in  this  1985  annual  report  such  as 
the  Lebanon  Area  Health  Council;  Wheels  around  Windsor;  Headrest,  Inc.; 
Community  Youth  Advocates;  Cornish  Rescue  Squad;  and  the  Hospice  of  the 
Upper  Valley,  Inc.  will  be  explaining  their  service  this  year  at  the 
annual  town  meeting. 

In  1985  the  Town  assisted  with  direct  relief  in  three  cases.  These 
people,  due  to  illness  in  their  family,  were  unable  to  meet  expenses  in 
their  homes.  They  are  all  doing  well  now  and  are  grateful  for  the 
assistance  the  Town  of  Plainf ield  could  give  them  in  their  hour  of 
need.

Meriden  Library  has  occupied  the  present  building  for  20  years.  The 
late  Murray  Stevens  was  one  of  many  who  worked  towards  acquiring  this 
building.  With  that  in  mind  and  realizing  that  before  another  20  years 
have  past,  that  an  addition  will  be  needed,  the  Library  Trustees  have 
placed  a  $3,000  bequest  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  Stevens  into  a  capital 
reserve  fund  to  be  known  as  "The  Meriden  Library  Building  Fund" . 
Memorials  or  other  gifts  may  be  made  to  this  fund  at  any  time  by 
contacting  the  Trustees  of  the  Town  Trust  Funds. 

Redecorating  continued  during  this  past  year  in  the  Library  and  we 
thank  the  Meriden  library  Association  for  their  gift  of  wall-to-wall 
carpet  installed  in  the  halls  and  stairway.  Also  thanks  to  the  former 
Friends  group  for  their  gift  of  three  beanbag  seats  and  cassettes  for 
the  Miller  Childrens'  Room.  Thanks  to  the  Conservation  Committee,  this 
spring  we  shall  all  enjoy  the  blooming,  of  a  lilac  bush  planted  next  to 
the  Library. 

A  memorial  wall  cabinet  was  purchased  with  gifts  from  the  family  and 
friends  of  Henrietta  Davis.  This  cabinet  will  house  and  display  the 
collection  of  Royal  Doulton  Dickens  figurines  given  to  the  Library 
several  years  ago  from  the  estate  of  Margaret  Rosa. 

Programs  for  children,  story  hours,  movies,  and  summer  reading  will 
continue  this  year.  Thanks  to  Ann  McAllister  for  all  her  time  and 
preparation  donated  to  the  Library  for  the  monthly  story  hours.  The 
monthly  movie  day  is  held  the  third  day  of  each  month  with  two 
showings:  10  am  and  2:30  pm.  The  story  hour  is  announced  each  month. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  librarians,  both  libraries  participated  in 
a  Kid  Pix  Program  sponsored  by  the  Plainfield  Community  Christmas 
Committee  and  the  Meriden  Community  Christmas  and  Good  Cheer  Committee. 
135  children  were  photographed  and  fingerprinted  at  the  Plainfield 
School  over  a  two-day  period.  50  additional  children  were  done  at 
Philip  Read  Library  and  47  at  the  Meriden  Library.  Thanks  is  given  to 
former  Police  Chief  Tim  Crotts,  former  Patrolman  Dave  Yendell  and 
Patrolman  Don  Jordan,  Stuart  Adams  and  Mike  Thibideau.  Others  who 
helped  were  Julie  Brennan,  Susan  Woodward,  Alice  Nintzel,  Ruth  Ann 
Wheeler,  Ken  Norwalk,  Larry  Dore,  Karen  and  Michelle  Dole  and  Theresa 
Koehler.  An  update  of  this  program  will  be  held  this  spring  at  one  of 
the  town  libraries;  watch  for  the  announcement.  We  can't  stop  a 
possible  abduction  of  our  children  but  the  finger  prints  and 
photographs  will  certainly  aid  in  the  finding  of  the  missing  child.  It 
is  suggested  to  those  parents  whose  child  was  photographed  that  they 
keep  the  photo  updated  each  year,  perhaps  with  a  new  photo  taken  on  the 
child's  birthday. 

Meriden  and  Plainfield  Library  trustees  and  librarians  have  continued 
their  co-operative  efforts  to  bring  the  best  of  library  services  to  the 
residents  of  Plainfield  township.  We  wish  to  thank  Nancy  Norwalk  and 
her  trustees  for  their  continued  support.

PHILIP  READ  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 
TRUSTEES  REPORT 

A  substantial  increase  in  circulation  over  that  of  1984  (6,808) 
was  achieved  at  our  library  in  1985  (9,335),  an  increase  of  37%.  There 
has  been  an  overall  increase  of  107%  since  1980  (4,493)  .  A  regularly 
scheduled  story  hour  for  younger  children  and  an  additional  two  open 
hours  on  Monday  evenings  during  June,  July  and  August  contributed  to 
the  1985  increase. 

Because  a  significant  number  of  patrons  have  petitioned  us  to  do 
so,  we  plan  to  make  the  Monday  evening  hours  permanent  beginning  in 
April  1986.  Lack  of  room  for  expansion  and  budget  constraints  limit  us 
in  providing  additional  library  materials  and  services. 

In  addition  to  484  books  purchased,  346  books  as  well  as  magazines 
and  jigsaw  puzzles  were  given  to  the  library.  Twenty-six  magazines  and 
one  daily  newspaper  are  available.  The  State  Library  Interlibrary  Loan 
Service  has  now  been  extended  to  include  fiction  and  children's  books 
as  well  as  nonfiction. 

The  showcase  purchased  in  memory  of  Lucia  Read  Bryant  and  Lori 
Schaffer  has  held  a  new  and  varied  exhibit  each  month.  Anyone  with 
interesting  and  unusual  items  to  display  is  invited  to  contact 
Librarian  Nancy  Norwalk.  A  group  of  paintings  by  Mrs.  Bryant,  on  loan 
from  Plainfield  residents,  brightened  the  window  sills  and  shelves 
during  April.  The  traveling  participatory  exhibits  from  the  Monshire 
Museum  came  to  the  library,  each  for  several  weeks. 

We  continue  to  encourage  the  use  of  our  library  as  a  center  of 
continuing  education  and  service  to  the  community  as  well  as  a  setting 
for  cultural  events  and  social  exchange.  With  the  assistance  of  the 
Plainfield  Police  Department  and  money  from  the  Plainfield  and  Meriden 
Community  Christmas  Funds,  232  children  were  photographed  and 
fingerprinted  on  a  voluntary  basis  in  the  Kid  Pix  Program  at  the 
libraries  and  Plainfield  School. 

Free  movies  for  children  are  shown  on  the  second  Friday  afternoon 
of  the  month,  with  the  story  hour,  conducted  by  a  volunteer  group  of 
young  mothers,  held  on  the  other  Friday  afternoons.  "Halley's  Comet" 
was  the  theme  of  the  summer-reading  program,  and  "Mother  Goose" 
entertained  an  attentive  audience  of  little  people  on  the  Fourth  of 
July  parade  float. 

Adult  programs  included  slide  presentations  on  Haiti  and  Hawaii 
and  a  discussion  by  Donella  Meadows  on  "How  to  be  a  Global  Citizen  in 
Plainfield."  Ruth  Wheeler  instructed  a  quilting  class.  This  year's 
popular  book  discussion  series  was  funded  by  a  grant  from  the  New 
Hampshire  Council  for  the  Humanities.  A  consultant  from  the  Upper 
Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council  participated  in  a  program  on  town  growth 
and  planning.  Private  donations  made  possible  the  purchase  by  the  town 
libraries  of  a  copy  of  the  film  "Growing  Pains:  America  in  the  80 's" 
which  features  citizens  of  Plainfield  and  scenes  of  the  town. 

An  outside  sign,  built  and  erected  by  Stanley  Dole  with  lettering 
by  Nancy  Franklin,  is  in  place  in  front  of  the  library  to  comply  with 
State  Library  Standards  for  an  Associate  Library.  Librarian  Nancy 
Norwalk  completed  one  required  course  at  Keene  State  in  the  fall  and 
will  take  two  additional  courses  in  1986.  At  her  invitation,  the  State 
Library  Forum  meeting  was  held  at  our  library  in  July. 
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Another  successful  "Talent  Night"  show  in  November,  directed  by 
Diane  Rogers,  and  with  proceeds  from  the  food  table  at  the  annual 
library  book  sale  in  September  enabled  the  Friends  of  the  Library  to 
make  the  final  payment  on  the  Canon  Copier. 


We  are  grateful  to  Win  Spencer,  Jr.,  who  volunteered  to  make  some 
required  changes  in  the  electrical  wiring  and  at  the  same  time 
installed  improved  lighting  in  the  furnace  room  and  an  emergency  light 
in  the  stairway.  Our  thanks  go  also  to  all  those  who  helped  in  many 
ways  to  make  the  year  1985  a  successful  one  for  the  Philip  Read 
Memorial  Library,  a  success  due  in  large  part  to  the  continuing  efforts 
and  dedication  of  our  Librarian,  Nancy  Norwalk.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PATRIOTIC  COMMITTEE

The  Fourth  of  July  parade  and  field  day  was  the  major  event  which 
the  committee  sponsored  during  the  year  1985.  The  day's  activities  were 
greeted  with  ideal  summer  weather  and  a  large  crowd  of  Plainfield 
people  and  visitors  was  on  hand. 

For  the  year  1986,  The  Patriotic  Committee  plans  a  gala  which  will 
include  observance  of  the  225th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  Plain- 
field.  The  Committee  intends  to  have  a  full  day  of  events,  exhibits, 
and  activities,  including  a  road  race,  a  parade,  firefighter's  muster, 
auction,  oldtime  dancing,  barbecue,  games  and  an  evening  social. 

The  Patriotic  Committee  feels  it  is  time  for  the  town  to  begin  to 
publish  a  full  history  of  Plainfield,  and  is  thus  proposing  that  voters 
approve  funds  to  begin  work  on  this  effort.  Plainfield  is  one  of  only  a 
few  New  Hampshire  towns  currently  without  a  published  history. 

We  have  abundant  talent  and  resources  to  help  prepare  such  a  work 
and  the  committee  is  anxious  to  apply  them  to  the  benefit  of  our  and 
future  generations.

1985  ANNUAL  REPORT 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Commission  continued  its  ongoing  projects  with  the  annual 
Clean-up  day  in  April;  assisting  the  graduating  class  with  the  planting 
of  their  Class  tree,  and  this  last  year  participated  in  the  new  lilac 
program.  A  lilac  tree  was  planted  at  the  Meriden  Library. 

Two  students,  Lance  King  and  Robert  Taylor,  attended  the  Youth 
Conservation  Camp  in  June  under  the  commission's  sponsorship.  Both 
students  spoke  enthusiastically  about  their  experience. 

Basil  McNamara  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Association  of  Conservation  Commissions  as  our  delegate  and  reported 
back  on  current  state  activities. 

The  commission  focused  its  attention  last  summer  on  the  location 
of  possible  sites  for  an  open  area  accessible  to  Plainfield  Village 
that  might  serve  for  a  recreational-natural  area.  The  commission  also 
reviewed  several  wetland  areas  that  support  an  abundance  of  wildlife. 
The  commission  has  been  working  with  the  Upper  Valley  Land  Trust  and 
the  Selectmen  on  the  village  site  and  hopefully,  a  site  will  be 
available  in  1986. 

Plans  for  the  upcoming  year  include  replacing  several  trees  at  the 
Plainfield  School  that  have  died.  The  commission  would  also  like  to 
initiate  the  planting  of  a  tree  windbreak  at  the  school  with  either  fir 
or  white  pine.

Special  Exceptions  were  granted  during  the  year  to: 

1.  Nathan  Cass  to  allow  the  operation  of  a  light  industrial  woodworking 
shop  on  his  land  west  of  Route  120  on  the  Cornish  line  in  the  Rural 
Residential  Zone. 

2.  Jeanne  Jekanowski  to  allow  the  operation  of  a  Family  Day  Care  Home 
at  her  residence  on  Bean  Road  in  Meriden  in  the  Village  Residential 
Zone.

RECREATION  COMMISSION 

The  Recreation  Commission  has  organized  athletic  activities  for 
children  since  March  1983. 

The  swimming  program  at  the  KUA  pool  last  summer  provided  instruction 
on  water  safety  and  swimming  skills  for  about  80  children  from  5  to  14 
years  old.  The  children  enjoyed  the  pool  very  much/  and  many  made 
remarkable  progress  during  the  two-week  sessions. 

Soccer  is  becoming  more  popular  each  year  in  the  2nd,  3rd,  and  4th 
grades.  This  year  we  had  40  soccer  players,  including  half  of  the  4th 
grade.  The  teams  played  games  against  similar  groups  from  Lebanon, 
Erownsville,  and  New  London,  and  this  past  season  there  was  a  trip  to 
an  all-day  tournament  in  Bow,  which  was  a  wonderful  day  for  everyone. 

Baseball  is  what  summer  is  about  for  many  Plainfield  kids.  The 
Commission  sponsored  45  children  on  3  T-ball  teams,  2  Little  League 
teams  of  11  each,  and  a  Junior  Babe  Ruth  team.  This  team  owes  its 
success  each  year  to  a  responsible  and  effective  parent  support  group. 

The  Commission  also  organizes  the  two  annual  road  races  in  Plainfield 
each  year.  The  July  4th  race  before  the  parade  is  attracting  runners 
from  the  other  towns,  who  think  our  5-mile  course  is  about  the  nicest 
around.  The  Thanksgiving  Day  Turkey  Trot  from  Meriden  to  Plainfield  is 
becoming  a  tradition  for  many  local  runners,  walkers,  and  bikers. 

The  Commission  meets  once  each  month  to  discuss  current  projects  and. 
ideas  for  other  activities.  We  welcome  and  encourage  ideas,  comments, < 
and  support  from  all  members  of  the  community.

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Places  of  Meeting 

At  the  Proprietors  Meeting  of  March,  1776  it  was  voted  "to  lay  out  a 
Meeting  House  lot".  This  meeting  and  the  first  Town  Meeting  of  the  same 
date  was  held  "-at  the  house  of  Esquire  Joseph  Williams". 

For  a  number  of  years  thereafter  attempts  were  made  to  settle  on  a 
site  for  a  meeting  house.  Meetings  continued  to  be  held  in  different 
houses  about  Town  from  1766  to  1798. 

In  1780  the  East  Parish,  or  Meriden  Parish,  was  set  off  from  the  Town 
for  ecclesiastical  purposes. A  Meeting  House  was  built  by  subscription 
by  the  residents  of  the  East  Parish.  Soon  the  pew  rights  were  bought  up 
by  the  Congregational  Society  and  the  building  became  the  Meriden  Cong- 
regational Meeting  House. 

On  December  1,  1794  a  committee  was  appointed  to  "-set  a  meeting 
house  -  at  the  Center  of  Travel".  This  was  near  the  junction  of  Porter 
Road  and  Center  of  Town  Road.  June  25,  1798  is  the  earliest  date  on 
record  that  a  town  meeting  was  held  in  the  West  Meeting  House.  With  the 
exception  of  a  meeting  held  at  the  School  House  near  Carpenter's  in 
March  of  1800,  meetings  were  held  in  the  West  Meeting  House  until  1810, 
August  7,  1810  being  the  last  meeting  of  record.  There  are  no 
contemporary  records  showing  what  became  of  the  building.  Legend  has  it 
that  the  building  was  moved  to  the  Plain,  but  no  record  or  deed  shows 
that  the  building  was  conveyed  to  West  Congregational  Society  of 
Plainfield  to  become  their  new  Church. 

The  last  article  of  the  March,  1811  meeting  was-"  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  build  a  Town  House". 

The  West  Congregational  Society  bought  land  north  of  Asa  Kingsbury's 
(the  Cemetery  entrance)  on  April  27,  1811  and  soon  erected  the  West 
Congregational  Meeting  House. 

The  March  9,  1813  meeting  was  held  at  the  "East  Meeting  House". 
Although  the  first  "East  Meeting  House"  was  built  in  1780  and  the 
second  in  1797,  this  was  the  first  time  it  had  been  used  for  Town 
Meetings.  Without  any  formal  vote,  the  meetings  of  the  Town  were  held 
at  alternate  ends  of  the  Town  from  1812  until  the  new  Plainfield  School 
was  built  in  1873.  For  a  number  of  years,  Town  meetings  were  held  in 
the  meeting  houses  owned  and  maintained  by  the  Plainfield  and  Meriden 
Congregational  Societies.  The  Town  did  not  have  its  own  public  meeting 
place . 

The  West  Congregational  Society  voted  to  build  a  new  brick  Church 
(The  Grange  Hall)  in  1839.  Having  left  the  meeting  house,  they  wanted 
to  sell  that  building.  The  question  of  a  Town-owned  meeting  house 
became  the  big  issue  once  again.  Meetings  were  held,  sites  chosen  and 
rejected.  One  was  on  Sanborn  Road  near  Singing  hills.  A  down  payment 
was  made  on  land  in  Hell  Hollow. 

At  the  March  10,  1846  meeting,  it  was  voted  to  buy  the  old  West 
Meeting  House  from  the  Plainfield  Congregational  Church  and  move  it  to 
a  new  location. 

Col.  Charles  Eggleston  and  Bradbury  Dryer  (who  also  built  the  new 
Congregational  Church  and  the  Baptist  Church)  contracted  to  move  the 
frame  and  locate  it  at  the  present  site.  The  total  cost  of  the  moving 
and  renovations  was  $789.68.  There  has  been  little  alteration  with  the 
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exception  of  adding  the  new  stage  in  1916. 

At  about  the  same  time,  the  Meriden  Congregational  meeting  house, 
built  in  1797,  was  in  need  of  repairs.  In  an  attempt  to  modernize  the 
old  building,  the  frame  was  striped  and  turned  one  fourth  turn  so  the 
main  entrance  would  be  on  the  end,  rather  than  the  side.  The  gallery 
was  floored  over,  making  an  upper  and  lower  meeting  room.  At  the  same 
March  10,  1846  Town  meeting  ,  it  was  voted  :to  see  about  acquiring  the 
rights  to  the  lower  hall.  Article  8  voted  to  raise  the  "sum  of  $700  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing  a  town  hall  in  Annexing  with  the  Congreg- 
ational Society  in  Meriden".  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  the  new  hall 
November  7,  1848.  One  stipulation  was-"Said  Town  of  Plainfield  shall 
never  permit  said  town  house  to  be  used  on  the  Lords  Day  for  any 
purpose  without  consent  of  the  said  Congregational  Society-".  Thus  at 
the  same  meeting  of  March  10,  1846,  the  Town  became  the  proud  owner  of 
two  Town  houses. 

The  Meriden  Church  -  Town  Hall  was  struck  by  lightning  on  Saturday, 
June  16,  1894.  After  prayers  of  thanks  were  given  on  Sunday  for  sparing 
the  building,  the  building  was  struck  again  on  Monday,  June  18th,  and 
burned  to  the  ground. 

Nothing  was  saved  in  the  Church  but  the  Town  Library  and  Town  records 
that  were  in  the  lower  hall. 

There  having  been  some  problems  over  the  use  of  the  old  building,  it 
was  thought  best  by  both  the  Town  and  the  Church  to  dissolve 
partnership  and  all  rights  that  the  Town  had  acquired  were  Quit  claimed 
to  the  Congregational  Society. 

On  December  22,  1894,  it  was  voted  to  buy  land  and  build  a  new  Town 
hall  in  Meriden.  Article  2  was-"To  instruct  the  Selectmen  to  obtain 
plans  and  specifications  for  a  new  Hall,  not  to  exceed  $1,200".  The 
estimate  being  to  low,  the  appropriation  was  increased  to  $2,000.  The 
first  meeting  was  held  in  the  new  hall  on  March  10,  1896.

At  one 
time  the  bridge  teas  boarded  to  the  eves,  but  in  order  to  save  the  expense  of  "snowing  the 
bridge"  the  road  agent  Gene  Beers  sawed  the  boards  off  at  the  nailing  ties  to  let  the  snow 
blow  in  naturally.  The  Town  paid  James  Tasker  $471.96  to  build  the  bridge  and  Levi 
Sanderson  $220.  79  to  build  the  abutment  at  a  total  cost  of  $692.  75. 
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The  so  called  Indian  Corn  Mill  on  Pen ni man  near  William  Franklins  home.  It 
measures  about  39  inches  long.  26  inches  in  width,  I  7  inches  deep  and  about  I  fool  across 
at  the  bottom.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  meets  regularly  on  the  third  Monday  of  each  month 
in  the  Town  Office  starting  at  7:00  PM.  Five  special  meetings  were  held 
throughout  the  year  for  reviewing  Master  Plan  chapters,  collecting 
information  for  subdivision  hearings,  and  accepting  petitions  for 
zoning  changes.  A  total  of  34  new  lots  were  created,  in  comparison  to 
31  in  1984.  The  Board  continues  the  policy  of  making  recommendations  on 
all  Special  Exceptions  and  Variances  as  requested  by  the  Zoning  Board 
of  Adjustment. 

The  Master  Plan  chapters  are  complete  as  of  this  report  and  are  being 
prepared  for  public  hearings.  The  first  drafts,  which  the  Board 
received  from  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council,  were  not  as 
concise  and  in  some  aspects  lacked  the  detail  that  the  committee 
developed.  As  a  result,  some  rewriting  has  taken  place  to  keep  the  plan 
in  tone  with  the  community  attitude  surveys.  One  public  hearing  was 
held  on  the  topic  of  Housing  and  Transportation  and  the  input  of  ideas 
by  those  attending  have  been  incorporated  into  those  chapters.  Please 
watch  for  notices  of  future  hearings  in  the  new  year  and  plan  to 
attend.  The  hearing  process  is  the  last  public  input  prior  to  the 
ADOPTION  of  the  plan  by  the  Planning  Board.  Once  adopted,  the  Board 
recommends  to  the  town  the  proper  changes  for  Zoning  and  Subdivision 
Regulations,  which  are  adopted  by  ballot  vote  at  a  town  meeting. 

In  the  past  several  years,  the  Board  has  considered  and  acted  upon  an 
average  of  30  plus  or  minus  new  lots  a  year.  However,  as  we  enter  1986, 
Plainf ield  is  being  considered  for  developing  as  expressed  in 
preliminary  consultations  by  several  developers  and  builders.  The  area 
planning  councils  have  predicted  that  as  pressures  of  development 
increase  around  our  town  borders,  in  particular  to  the  North,  we  can 
expect  to  feel  some  of  it  in  time.  The  Board  urges  all  residents  to  be 
involved  with  the  growth  of  the  town  by  attending  the  hearings  on 
proposed  subdivisions,  zoning  and  land  use  changes. 

The  Board  thanks  Lou  Houser  for  his  many  years  of  dedicated  service  on 
the  Board.  His  years  of  experience  and  insight  were  valuable  resources 
that  the  Board  will  miss.  The  Board  welcomes  a  new  member,  Mark 
Rosenbaum  from  Meriden.  Special  thanks  to  all  participants  who  worked 
so  diligently  on  producing  the  Master  Plan  I

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CORNISH  RESCUE  SQUAD,  INC. 

We  have  completed  out  twelfth  year  of  service  to  Cornish  and 
Plainfield.  This  past  year  we  responded  to  116  calls.  The  medical 
emergencies  were  evenly  split  between  the  two  towns. 

Our  membership  is  up  to  a  healthy  level  but  we  are  always 
seeking  those  who  have  an  interest  in  participating.  If  you  have 
an  interest,  please  speak  to  one  of  the  members. 

Specialized  training  this  past  year  included  a  course  in  farm 
extrication,  cold  weather  injuries  and  drownings,  automobile 
extrication,  and  planning  for  a  mass  casualty  incident.  Monthly 
meetings  held  at  the  area  hospitals  were  available  to  our  members 
which  covered  a  host  of  medically  orientated  subjects. 

Our  operating  budget  remains  about  the  same  as  last  year.  Our 
insurance  policies  are  subject  to  a  16%  increase,  but  we  feel  that 
the  $2,000  asked  of  both  towns  in  addition  to  our  usual  fund 
raising  activities,  will  be  sufficient  to  maintain  the 
organization's  financial  soundness. 

The  squad  has  started  a  fund  drive  to  purchase  a  new  rescue 
truck.  The  present  1964  International  has  served  us  well  for  the 
past  10  years,  but  the  chassis  is  showing  it's  age.  We  wish  to 
thank  you  for  the  support  shown. 

As  always,  our  goal  is  to  provide  the  communities  with  trained 
prehospital  care  to  the  sick  and  injured,  and  to  stabilize  the 
patient  while  waiting  for  an  ambulance  to  arrive.  If  we  can 
continue  to  do  this,  then  we  feel  we  have  accomplished  our  goal  of 
neighbors  helping  neighbors.

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WHEELS  AROUND  WINDSOR 

PROGRAM  DESCRIPTION  -  Wheels  around  Windsor  is  a  social  service  agency 
located  on  Main  Street,  known  more  popularly  to  the  community  as 
Stoughton  House.  The  agency  is  a  multi-service  program  which  is 
designed  to  meet  the  different  needs  of  senior  members  of  our 
community.  The  category  of  needs  include  housing,  health  supervision, 
transportation,  advocacy,  meals  and  recreation.  These  services  are  made 
available  in  the  following  way: 

HOUSING  -  Stoughton  House  is  licensed  by  the  Vermont  Dept.  of  Health  to 
provide  housing  and  supervised  medical  care  to  forty  residents. 

The  Council  on  Aging  contracts  with  W.A.W.  to  provide  the  following 
services  to  any  senior  member  of  the  area. 

MEALS  -  Nutritious  meals  are  served  daily  in  the  Stoughton  House  dining 
rooms  to  every  senior  without  regard  to  income,  The  W.A.W.  kitchen  also 
prepared  over  7,000  meals  which  were  delivered  by  our  drivers  and 
volunteers  to  home  bound  seniors  in  the  Windsor  area.  For  the  fiscal 
year  1985,  the  number  of  meals  served  to  area  seniors  was  over  19,000. 
In  addition,  the  W.A.W.  kitchen  provides  3  meals  a  day  for  the 
Stoughton  House  residents,  making  the  combined  total  close  to  63,000 
meals  served. 

TRANSPORTATION  -  Our  "wheels"  car  is  known  well  to  the  surrounding 
communities.  Providing  over  8,000  trips,  our  drivers  have  made  it 
possible  for  area  seniors  to  have  transportation  available  for  medical 
appointments,  visits  to  the  Sr.  Ctr.,  social  and  shopping  trips. 

ADVOCACY  -  W.A.W.  assists  with  income  maintenance  and  social  services. 
Our  Senior  Advocate  provide  information,  referrals,  assistance  with 
paper-work  for  all  kinds  of  programs  and  insurance,  counseling,  legal 
aid  services,  tax  assistance  and  the  surplus  food  distribution 
programs. 

RECREATION  -  The  Windsor  Area  Senior  Center  is  located  at  Stoughton 
House.  Ceramics,  craft  activity  programs,  ice  cream  socials,  flea 
markets,  birthday  parties,  blood  pressure  checks,  flu  clinics, 
educational  programs,  movies,  church  services  and  trips  are  many  of  the 
activities  sponsored  by  the  center.  A  monthly  newsletter  is  sent  to 
more  than  750  homes  to  notify  as  many  area  seniors  as  possible  of  a 
busy  Senior  Center. 

Wheels  Around  Windsor  is  proud  to  be  such  a  busy  hub  of  activities, 
with  communities  who  support  us  so  generously  with  funding  and 
volunteer  time  from  many  individuals. 

The  annual  report  is  an  opportunity  for  us  to  publicly  thank  the 
residents  of  Plainfield  for  supporting  the  services  to  seniors. 
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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

AND 

STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Between  July  1984  and  June  of  1985,  we  experienced  more  forest  fires 
throughout  our  state  than  in  any  year  in  the  last  50.  Two  of  the 
leading  causes  of  the  1,605  fires  were  children  and  fires  kindled 
without  written  permission  of  a  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Both  causes  are 
preventable,  but  only  with  your  help. 

Please  help  our  town  and  state  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire 
prevention.  Contact  your  Forest  Fire  Warden  for  more  information. 

Enforcement  of  state  timber  harvest  regulations  is  the  responsibility 
of  State  Forestry  officials.  Our  state  has  excellent  timber  harvest 
regulations;  however,  your  assistance  is  needed. 

If  you  know  of  a  logging  operation  and  suspect  a  state  timber  harvest 
law  may  be  violated,  call  your  Forest  Fire  Warden. 

If  you  own  forest  land,  you  will  become  responsible  for  the  timber  tax 
payment  starting  April  1,  1986.  This  is  a  change  in  the  Timber  Tax  Law 
that  will  impact  all  forest  landowners.  Contact  your  Board  of  Selectmen 
for  timber  tax  forms.

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MERIDEN  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

The  Meriden  fire  Department  was  toned  out  38  times  in  1985.  We  had 
no  major  fires  and  no  fire  losses  occurring  on  our  side  of  town.  We  did 
respond  to  nine  chimney  fires  and  three  structure  fires  on  the  Plain- 
field  side  of  town,  as  well  as  two  mutual  aid  runs  to  Cornish.  We  also 
answered  sixteen  still  or  automatic  alarms  at  KUA,  Singing  Hills,  High- 
way Garage  and  two  private  residences. 

Deputy  Fire  Chief  John  McNamara  resigned  after  nineteen  years  of 
service  under  three  chiefs,  the  last  nine  with  me.  It  has  been  very 
gratifying  to  know  that  John  was  working  with  or  running  the  department 
in  my  absence.  His  many  contributions  have  been  much  appreciated  by  us 
all. 

(Xir  treasurer,  Basil  McNamara,  stepped  down  this  year  after  many 
year's  service.  His  long  hours  of  work  for  this  Department  are  grate- 
fully acknowledged.  Jim  Earnicle  was  elected  to  replace  Basil. 

After  nine  years  as  Chief,  I  am  resigning  from  this  position, 
although  I  do  intend  to  remain  an  active  firefighter.  The  members  have 
elected  Doug  Chapman  as  their  Chief.  He  is  presently  a  full-time 
firefighter  with  the  Lebanon  Fire  Department. 

David  Best  was  elected  Deputy  Chief  at  the  January  meeting  of  the 
Fire  Department.  Under  his  direction,  was  overhauled,  sandblasted,  and 
repainted.  The  three  frontline  rigs  have  all  been  repainted  and  the 
trucks  are  now  in  first  rate  condition. 

The  KUA  Fire  Brigade,  under  the  direction  of  Frank  Egan,  assisted  by 
Jon  Davie  and  Tim  Fox  has  once  more  proved  a  very  positive  force  by 
supplementing  our  company  with  additional  manpower. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  townspeople  for  their  support,  as  well  as  the 
Selectmen,  during  my  time  as  Chief.  Thanks  also  go  to  members  of  the 
Department,  their  families  and  our  other  friends  for  their  support,  not 
only  on  meeting  nights,  but  at  fund-raising  events.  We  thank  the 
Auxiliary,  particularly,  for  their  aid  at  late  night  fires  and  also 
support  at  other  times. 

It  has  been  an  honor  for  me  to  serve  as  Chief  of  this  Department  for 
nine  years.  I  wish  to  note  that  the  increased  training  in  firefighting 
methods,  as  well  as  the  closer  coordination  between  the  Plainfield  and 
Meriden  Departments,  has  led  to  greater  fire  protection  on  both  sides 
of  town.

REPORT  OF  THE  UPPER  VALLEY 

HOUSEHOLD  HAZARDOUS  WASTE  COMMITTEE 

When  we  think  of  hazardous  waste,  we  probably  picture  corroding  drums 
or  a  flaming  tanker.  It  is  easy  to  ignore  our  own  seemingly  insignif- 
icant contributions  to  the  problem  of  hazardous  waste  disposal.  Yet 
most  of  us  use  paint,  anti-freeze,  varnish,  household  cleaners  and  many 
other  products  that  are  toxic,  corrosive,  flammable,  or  explosive. 

What  happens  to  the  left-over  varnish,  the  dirty  crankcase  oil,  the 
insecticide  left  in  the  can,  and  the  household  cleaners?  In  most  house- 
holds, these  wastes  are  stored  in  the  barn,  taken  to  the  dump,  or 
poured  down  the  drain  into  septic  tank  systems  or  pipes  to  treatment 
plants . 

To  address  this  program,  a  number  of  concerned  organizations  and  ind- 
ividuals in  the  Upper  Valley  area  banded  together  in  the  spring  of  1984 
to  form  the  Upper  Valley  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Committee.  Organ- 
izations represented  on  the  Committee  include  the  Upper  Valley  Solid 
Waste  District;  the  Upper  Valley  -  Lake  Sunapee  Council;  Montshire 
Museum;  League  of  Women  Voters;  Hanover  Co-op;  Hanover  Conservation 
Council;  The  Green-up  Day  Committee;  and  the  Sierra  Club,  as  well  as  a 
number  of  private  and  town  officials. 

In  November  1984  the  Committee  organized  the  Household  Hazardous  Waste 
Collection  Day,  the  first  such  program  to  carried  out  in  either  Vermont 
or  New  Hampshire.  Held  at  the  Hartford  Fire  Station,  the  program  was 
extremely  successful,  with  about  110  participating  households.  A  total 
of  24  55-gallon  drums  were  filled  and  taken  by  a  licensed  hauler  to  an 
EPA-approved  facility  in  upstate  New  York. 

The  second  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  was  held  on 
May  4,  1985  in  conjunction  with  Green-up  Day.  Over  130  households 
safely  disposed  of  their  hazardous  wastes  with  the  hauler  at  the  former 
Pringle  site,  now  owned  by  Dartmouth  College,  on  Route  120.  The  Upper 
Valley  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  Program  has  become  a  model  for 
other  regions  in  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont.  In  comparison  to  other 
collection  days  recently  held  in  other  areas,  our  collection  program 
has  had  the  highest  rate  of  participation  and  the  lowest  cost  of  any 
similar  program. 

Financial  support  comes  from  the  States  of  New  Hampshire  and  Vermont, 
local  communities,  nonprofit  organizations,  and  private  businesses.  We 
are  very  appreciative  of  this  support  and  concern  for  our  environment. 

The  third  annual  Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  will  be  held 
in  the  spring  of  1986,  again  in  conjunction  with  Green-up  Day.

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SULLIVAN  COUNTY  REGIONAL  REFUSE  DISPOSAL  DISTRICT 

1985  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  ACTIVITIES 

After  six  years  of  discussion  and  planning  by  your  District 
Committee,  a  200  ton  per  day  waste-to-energy  facility  is  now  well  under 
construction  in  Claremont,  New  Hampshire. 

A  revised  twenty  year  waste  disposal  contract  was  signed  with 
Signal  Environmental  Systems  on  April  12,  1985.  The  contract  provides 
that  Signal  will  be  the  owner  and  operator  of  the  facility  and  is 
responsible  for  up  to  $7.6  million  in  financial  contributions  in  the 
form  of  equity  or  debt  secured  by  Signal.  An  additional  $18.15  million 
in  industrial  Revenue  bonds  were  sold  by  Signal  through  the  New 
Hampshire  Industrial  Development  Authority  on  August  12,  1985. 

Clark-Kenith ,  Inc.  began  construction  of  the  facility  for  Signal 
during  May  1985.  Construction  is  expected  to  be  completed  during  the 
Spring  of  1987,  at  which  time  the  District  municipalities  must  begin 
delivering  waste  to  the  facility. 

Hydrologic  modeling  for  the  78  acre  ash  disposal  site  in  Newport 
is  now  complete  and  engineering  and  permit  applications  will  begin 
early  in  1986.  The  ash  disposal  site  must  also  be  in  operation  by  the 
Spring  of  1987.  Funds  for  construction  are  included  in  Signal's  bond 
issue  even  though  the  ash  disposal  site  is  owned  by  the  District. 

The  New  Hampshire  Air  Resources  Commission  is  in  the  final  stage 
of  adopting  hydrogen  chloride  emission  standards  for  the  facility.  This 
will  necessitate  some  changes  in  the  design  of  the  air  pollution 
control  system  and  an  increase  in  the  disposal  fee  paid  by  Signal. 
Negotiations  are  under  way  with  Signal  to  determine  the  appropriate 
control  system  and  costs. 

During  1986  the  District  will  be  working  on  development  of  a 
recycling  which  may  be  fully  utilized  by  member  municipalities.  A  full- 
time  recycling  manager  is  included  in  the  budget  for  1986. 

The  District  will  also  be  working  with  the  member  municipalities 
to  assist  them  in  the  development  of  a  transportation  system  necessary 
to  deliver  waste  to  the  facility  when  it  becomes  operational.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSIONERS 
MERIDEN  VILLAGE  WATER  DISTRICT 

Water  customers  within  the  District  are  to  be  commended  for  their 
restraint  in  the  use  of  water  during  the  dry  season  last  summer.  During 
that  period  of  time  the  district  was  still  able  to  pump  about  one 
million  gallons  of  water  each  month  from  the  one  well  down  by  the 
Plainfield  School.  The  level  in  the  well  did  get  alarmingly  low  for  a 
few  weeks  last  summer  and  had  it  gone  any  lower  would  probably  have 
necessitated  a  ban  on  the  use  of  water  on  lawns  and  gardens. 

All  customers  drawing  water  from  the  District  should  curtail  the 
use  of  water  if  they  are  aware  of  an  electrical  outage.  The  District 
is  unable  to  maintain  pressure  when  the  electricity  is  off  and  if 
customers  draw  water  they  might  lower  the  pressure  at  the  services  at 
the  top  of  Meriden  Hill  to  negative  numbers  and  thereby  collapse  water 
heaters,  etc.  This  could  be  dangerous,  from  a  pollution  stand  point,  as 
well  as  causing  expensive  damage. 

At  this  time  we  have  not  learned  of  what  increase  there  will  be  in  the 
premium  for  liability  insurance.  The  Budget  as  presented  in  the  town 
report  may  have  to  be  changed  as  a  result,  and  an  increase  in  user  fees 
may  be  necessary. 

Both  water  and  sewer  customers  should  avail  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  to  vote  on  the  articles  in  the  warrant  by  attending  the 
meeting  on  March  18,  1986.  Your  Commissioners  would  very  much 
appreciate  having  someone  volunteer  to  seek  the  position  of 
Commissioner  for  three  years  and  also  someone  to  run  for  the  position 
of  clerk.  Meetings  are  normally  held  once  a  month. 

We,  the  Commissioners,  would  like  once  again  to  thank  Michael  McNamara 
for  the  fine  job  he  is  doing  as  manager.

The  year  1985  was  outstanding  because  there  were  no  leaks.  The  slight 
increase  in  rates  and  a  year  of  modest  repairs  leave  us  in  a  better 
financial  position  to  search  for  water.  The  engineers  who  studied  the 
present  well  site  found  no  cause  for  optimism  for  obtaining  water  with 
a  shallow  well  which  was  the  recommendation  of  the  state.  We  will  now 
research  the  construction  of  another  gallery  or  an  artesian  well. 

Again  we  commend  our  subscribers  for  their  efforts  in  conservation. 
Our  use  this  year  was  under  100,000  gallons  of  water  per  week  for  our 
nearly  100  subscribers.  Several  times  again  this  year  the  low  water 
supply  resulted  in  low  water  pressure;  this  caused  some  turbidity,  but 
no  cause  for  alarm.  The  water  is  tested  regularly  and  continues  to  be 
of  high  quality.  We  plan  to  flush  the  mains  more  frequently  this  year 
during  periods  of  good  water  supply  to  help  reduce  incidence  of  cloudy 
water .

ARTICLE  I.  The  following  resolution  was  presented,  moved  and  seconded  it  be 
adopted.  RESOLVED:  That  the  reports  of  officers,  Agents  and  Auditors  be 
accepted  as  printed  in  the  Annual  School  Report.  The  vote  by  voice  was  in  the 
affirmative  and  it  was  so  declared  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  following  resolution  was  presented,  moved  and  seconded  it  be 
adopted.  RESOLVED:  That  the  District  vote  to  raise,  appropriate  and  expend  the 
sum  of  $8,700.00  to  staff,  and  operate  a  guidance  program  at  the  Plainfield 
Elementary  School.  The  vote  was  taken  as  a  standing  vote  resulting  in  69  Yes 
and  25  No.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative  and  it  was  so  declared  by  the 
Moderator. 

ARTICLE  III.  The  following  resolution  was  presented,  moved  and  seconded  it  be 
adopted.  RESOLVED:  That  the  district  vote  to  raise,  appropriate,  and  expend 
the  sum  of  $1,050,453.00  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  the 
School  District  officials  and  agents  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received 
from  the  state  and  federal  governments,  together  with  other  income,  the  School 
Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance  to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

The  following  amendment  was  presented,  moved  and  seconded:  To  add  $3,224.00  to 
the  sum  presented  in  Article  III  for  the  provision  of  an  additional  one-fifth 
time  for  teaching  of  art.  A  standing  vote  was  taken  on  the  amendment  resulting 
in  51  Yes  and  43  No.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative  and  it  was  so  declared  by 
the  Moderator. 

After  further  discussion,  a  standing  vote  was  taken  on  the  final  resolution  (to 
expend  the  sum  of  $1,053,677.00)  resulting  in  78  Yes  and  16  No.  The  vote  was  in 
the  affirmative  and  it  was  so  declared  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  following  resolution  was  presented,  moved  and  seconded  it  be 
adopted.  RESOLVED:  That  the  District  vote  to  make  application  for,  to  accept 
on  behalf  of  the  District,  and  to  expend  for  the  purpose  intended,  any  or  all 
grants  or  other  funds  which  may  now  or  hereafter  be  forthcoming  from  the  United 
States  Government,  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  or  from  private  foundations, 
trusts  or  individuals.  The  vote  by  voice  was  in  the  affirmative  and  it  was  so 
declared  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  VI.  Other  business  transacted: 

A  note  of  commendation  for  the  work  and  dedication  made  by  the  new  principal, 
Joan  Garipay,  in  her  new  position. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting  was  made  and  seconded  and  a  vote  by  voice  was  in 
the  affirmative  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned  by  the  Moderator.

Programs : 

The  tangible  results  of  your  support  regarding  art, 
music,  kindergarten,  and  guidance  programs  are  being  seen  in 
the  performance  of  students  in  the  Plainfield  Elementary 
School.  Art  and  music  activities  provided  by  well-trained 
staff  are  developing  creative  talents  that  were  often 
overlooked  in  past  years.  The  kindergarten  program  has  shown 
its  continued  worth  in  preparing  all  of  our  children  for  a 
successful  first  grade  experience.  Our  new  guidance  program 
has  made  a  significant  impact  on  students,  parents,  and 
teachers  in  terms  of  developing  strategies  for  successful 
learning  and  behavior  management. 


Facility: 

The  Plainfield  School  has  a  new  block  and  tile  chimney 
to  resolve  the  problem  of  periodic  corrosion  of  the  original 
metal  smoke  stack.  An  item  in  the  current  warrant  calls  for 
funds  to  upgrade  the  fire-alarm  system  to  provide  property 
protection  as  recommended  in  current  codes.  Everyone 
entering  the  building  is  aware  of  the  outstanding  job  being 
done  by  Richard  Jordan  in  cleaning  and  maintaining  the 
building.  His  pride  in  his  work  is  reflected  in  a  building 
in  which  you,  too,  can  have  pride. 


Growth : 

At  this  year's  Annual  Meeting,  the  School  Board  will 
request  volunteers  to  serve  on  a  Long-Range  Planning 
Committee.  Our  school  population  continues  to  grow,  and  we 
must  anticipate  our  problems  rather  than  being  overwhelmed  by 
them.

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PLAINFIELD  SCHOOL 
1984-85  Principal's  Report 

Plainf ield's  first  public  kindergarten  was  an  unqualified  success.  First 
grade  teachers  of  that  class  report  that  their  students  were  ready  for  first 
grade  work  at  the  start  of  school  and  that  learning  difficulties  had  been 
identified  and  addressed  prior  to  grade  one.  The  thirty-four  kindergarten 
students  were  divided  between  a  morning  and  an  afternoon  session. 

A  slight  shift  in  the  school  population  allowed  for  a  one  year  reduction  of 
a  classroom  at  the  primary  level.  The  free  classroom  became  a  much  needed 
multipurpose  room  to  house  art  and  music  classes. 

The  community  contributed  much  toward  the  School's  enrichment  program. 
Greg  Marshall  taught  Russian  for  a  second  year  to  the  students  in  third  grade. 
Kimball  Union  Academy  extended  its  resources  and  facilities  allowing 
Plainfield  students  to  use  the  KUA  rink  and  pool  and  advanced  math  and 
language  students  in  grade  eight  to  enroll  in  Algebra,  French,  and  Spanish 
classes.  Peg  Meyette  led  students  in  the  study  of  birds.  Others  were  engaged 
in  such  activities  as  teaching  French,  doll  making,  and  assisting  primary 
grade  children  with  computer  work.  Elva  Mikula,  who  was  on  an  unpaid  leave  of 
absence,  contributed  much  to  the  promotion  of  computers  in  the  primary  grades 
through  her  efforts  in  researching  programs  and  training  parents  as  classroom 
computer  volunteers.  Malcolm  Grobe  wrote  and  directed  a  play,  A  Lily  for 
Suzanne,  based  upon  an  incident  in  the  all  too  short  life  of  one  of  his  former 
students.  Students  in  grades  5-8  participated  in  the  production.  "Teddy  Bear 
Days"  at  Plainfield  School  was  a  popular  event  with  media  coverage  on  WNNE-TV 
and  the  Valley  News.  It  was  estimated  that  over  400  parents  and  students 
attended  the  school's  first  Project  Fair  which  displayed  a  diversity  of 
interests  and  talents  among  the  student  population. 

Students  tested  in  grades  6  and  8  continued  to  maintain  a  class  average 
that  placed  them  above  the  80th  percentile  on  the  Comprehensive  Test  of  Basic 
Skills  (CTBS).  Presidential  Academic  Fitness  Awards  were  presented  to  nine 
eighth  graders  who  met  and  exceeded  the  selection  criteria  which  states  that  a 
student  must  have  attained  a  cumulative  average  of  B+  and  received  a  score  at 
or  above  the  80th  percentile  on  a  nationally  recognized  standardized 
achievement  battery  such  as  CTBS. 

After  many  years  of  service  as  the  school's  first  athletic  Director,  Denis 
Reisch  passed  the  responsibilities  on  to  Malcolm  Grobe.  Mr.  Reisch  is  to  be 
commended  for  developing  and  supporting  an  outstanding  athletic  program  which 
has  won  the  admiration  of  surrounding  communities.  It  is  a  thankless  job 
whose  only  reward  is  the  joy  of  working  with  students  and  helping  them  to 
excel  and  grow  in  confidence  and  skills.  A  special  thanks  and  appreciation  to 
Mr.  Reisch  for  his  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  students  at  the  Plainfield  School.

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PLAINFIELD  SCHOOL 
1984-85  Health  Report 

Continually  through  the  1984-85  school  year  the  health  records  of  all 
enrolled  students  were  updated  with  pertinent  information.  Vision,  hearing, 
nutrition  (weight  and  height)  and  dental  screenings  were  completed  on  all 
students.  One  hundred  and  four  students  were  screened  for  scoliosis.  Seventh 
graders  were  screened  for  abnormal  blood  pressures.  Parents  were  advised  of 
any  unfavorable  or  abnormal  findings  from  these  screenings.  Assistance  was 
offered  by  the  nurse  on  follow-up  care.  Only  a  few  cases  of  pediculus  capitis 
(head  lice)  appeared  this  year  thanks  to  watchful  parents. 

Health  related  conferences  were  held  frequently  with  teachers,  parents  and 
students.  Several  home  visits  were  made  by  the  nurse. 

Students  visit  the  nurse's  office  usually  because  they  are  not  feeling 
well,  either  physically  or  emotionally.  A  total  of  nine  hundred  and  sixty 
visits  by  students  to  the  nurse's  office  were  recorded.  Two  hundred  and 
sixty-four  of  these  visits  were  accident  related  and  six  had  to  be  referred 
for  further  treatment. 

Pre-school  registration  and  screening  was  held  at  the  school  for  the 
1985-86  incoming  kindergarten.  At  this  time  the  immunization  and  pre-school 
physical  examination  requirements  were  explained  and  reviewed  with  parents. 

Health  education  is  taught  with  the  cooperation  of  the  classroom  teachers 
and  included  dental  care,  nutrition,  personal  hygiene,  growth  and  development 
and  human  sexuality.  The  goal  is  to  teach  about  good  health  and  a  student's 
individual  responsibility  to  promote  and  maintain  it.

CHAPTER  I  -  Basic  Skills  Improvement  Program 

Chapter  I  in  Plainfield  is  an  opportunity  for  any  eligible  student  in 
grades  2-6  to  have  extra  help  in  the  academic  area  of  math. 

Chapter  I  refers  to  the  federal  legislation  that  provides  tax  dollars  to 
local  school  districts  to  operate  programs  in  any  of  four  basic  areas: 
reading,  language  arts,  math  or  child  development.  Local  school  districts 
follow  federal  guidelines  to  determine  the  type  of  programs  that  should  be 
provided  and  the  grade  levels  of  students  to  be  served.  Although  the  amount 
of  money  a  district  receives  is  based  upon  the  percentage  of  low-income 
families  residing  there,  students  participate  on  the  basis  of  EDUCATIONAL 
NEED,  not  income. 

The  Chapter  I  math  program  is  run  in  the  mornings  only  and  is  designed  to 
be  administered  by  a  math  aide.  The  aide  provides  instruction  to  small  groups 
of  students  who  need  help  in  mastering  math  skills.  The  students  have  been 
referred  by  their  classroom  teachers  and/or  parents.  Students  who  are 
enrolled  receive  instruction  in  their  classrooms  or  in  a  quiet  comfortable 
area  elsewhere  in  the  building.  The  aide  provides  math  activities  to  students 
as  directed  by  the  classroom  teacher.  Activities  directly  relate  to  the 
students  classroom  math  program.  Most  often  the  aide  circulates  around  the 
regular  classroom  during  math  lessons  and  helps  the  classroom  teacher  deliver 
the  math  program  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  classroom  teacher. 

Chapter  I  has  served  22  students  in  the  Plainfield  School.
